The situation at "Wellsville is acute 


nnd there is no doubt the condition of 
affairs there, with the rumored in- 
junction proceedings, caused Bresi- 
dent Shaffer to make his mysterious 
trip to that place yesterday. 


While he has not divulged his1 rea- 


sons for his sudden journey, it is be- 
lieved that his mission was to prevent 
any possible cause for the interfer- 
ence of the courts- by impressing on 
the strikers the importance of re- 
maining orderly.

of the Wellsville plant, in an 


interview stated tod'ay that they were 
expecting1 new men every day and 
they will Irave every mill in the plant 
running full by next week. 


QTTIET AT M'KEE&PG'RT. 


At MtoKeesport all remains as quiet 


•as heretofore. The fact that many of 
the officials of the mill have left for 
their summer vacations htas caused 


the strikers to relax their vigilance 
in the vicinity of the Dewes Wood 
plant, 


The strikers seem now almost con- 


vinced that no effort will be made to 
etai^t the mills in the near future. The 
declaration of Mayor fclack last night 
that lie would not permit deputies in 
the idle mills* or allow the city po- 
lice to guard the company's property, 
has caused 
a sensation, and fche 


mayor awakened this morning to find 
himself the most popular man in 
Western Pennsylvania 
with the 


mill strikers.

Under 
the new rule the borrower can exam- 
ine a volume before itaking it out pnd 
as the system has proven eminently 
successful wherever it has been tried, 
it will undoubtedly become very pop- 
ular here.

claring the orgamisation of the civil 
government for the itfl&nd. 


The pi'Odl'amation is -purely formal 


and only in tte 'body of fhe resolu- 
tions adopted by the Porto (Rdcan 
legislature 
(heretofore! published) 


does it appear that tne isteid is set 
free commercially today in com- 
memoration of the anniversary of the 
planting of the American flag on the 
island. 


The proclamation is headed: 
'Cessation of tariff—F6rto Bico." 
It recites that the act of April 12, 


1900 (otherwise known ^as the tfora- 
ker act) provides that whenever the 
Porto Bicaii legislature htaa enacted 
and put into operation a system of lo 
cal taxation to meet tfhe needs of the 
government and by resolution so no- 
tified,-the president, the latter shall 
issue a proclamation and all duties on 
goods passing between the TTnited 
State® and Porto (Rico shall cease. 


As the legislature has complied 


with that requirement of the act in 
terms set ant in the resolutions which

John B. G-arrett, aged forty years,

G-arrett Lumber company, died at 
hospital, 


Michael Kelly, aged fifty, died after 


being taken to police station. 


The wounded: 
Dr. Charles H'Gee, aged thirty, 


shot in back and probably fatally 
wounded. 


Police Sergeant William Dodge, 


shot in neck; wounds serious. 


Michael McDonald, detective, shot 


in leg1; slight 


Joseph Falthager. policeman, shot 


in hand; wound slight. 


Ike Healer, laborer at lumber yard, 


shot in hand; wound slight. 


H'AD 
BEETST ADJUDOED IWSAfflE. 


Kelly had lived in Leavenworth for 


yeais and at different times had en- 
gaged in minor enterprises. 
He was 


eccentric and during the presidential 
campaign in 1896 lost his mind en- 
tirely. 
At that time lie was arrest- 


ed for creating a disturbance and 
later threatened to kill Garrett 
He 


was arrested and ad-judged insane, 
Garrett and four others testifying 
against Mm. 
After a year in the 


Topeka asylum Kelly was released* 
He had been acting queerly again 
and had declared that he rwould kill 
the five men who sent him to the 
asylum. 
Daily for two weeks past 


he has been practicing shooting with 
a revolver at the Port Leavenworth 
range. 
Last night he drank heavily. 


Yesterday afternoon he appeared at 


Q-arrett's office, which is situated on 
the ground floor at the corner of 
Sixth and Cherokee streets, and with- 
out warning shot Garrett as he sat 
at his desk. 
G-arrett fell from his 


chair and into the doorway, when 
Kelly deliberately fired four shots 
more into the prostrate form. Gar- 
rett was shot once in the neck, in the 
left breast, through, the liver and 
twice in different 
portions of the 


body. 
Leaving his victim for dead, 


Kelly ran fifty yards to the rear of 
the company's lumber yard and be- 
gan reloading his revolver. 
(Pres- 


ently he returned to the office to find 
Dr, McGee, wfto had been attracted 
by the shooting, bending over Gar- 
rett. 
Leveling his revolver on the 


window sill, Kelly took deliberate 
aim at the physician from the side- 
walk and fired. The bullet struck 
McGee in the back at the spine and 
he toppled over near where Garrett 
lay. 


Then followed an exciting street 


fight between the madman and of- 
ficers who came upon the 
scene. 


Kelly, flourishing; his 
revolver, 


dashed through the lumber yard. He 
met Ike Healer, a lalboier, and shot 
him in the hand. 
'A few yards 


further on he encountered Sergeant 
Dodge* 
The two exchanged shots as 


they rail. 
One bullet from Kelly's 


revolver struck 'Dod'ge in the neck, 
but not before that officer had sfhot 
him in the shoulder. 
Kelly kept on 


running and was soon confronted by 
Detective McDonald and Officer F 
thager, 
McDonald dropped Kelly 


with a bullet in the neck. 
Dodge 


raised his revolver, but it failed to 
work and, catching up with the mur- 
derer, he crushed his skull with tho 
weapon. 


Kelly sank to the ground and was 


carried to the station in an uncon- 
scious condition, dying soon after be- 
ing his arrival there. 


Garrett never regained conscious- 


ness and died an hour after being 
taken to the hospital. 
Dr. McGee 13 


still suffering seriously and it is be- 
lieved he cannot recover. 
Dodge's 


wound is not considered fatal, while 
the wounds of the others* are slight.

The Alton, lying entirely out of 


what can ordinarily be considered <a 
drouth district, wa& wholly unpre- 
pared when ita usual source of water 
gave out. It 'borrowed a lot of bank 
cars and began hauling water, much 
of which it secured at Kansas City* 
When, the city supply ran low the 
Altom waa refused water in sufficient 
quantities to answer its purposes, al- 
though the city has allowed it enough 
water to tua it* passenger trains. 


While the Alton is suffering more 


than any of the other Xaaaaa City 
tines because of shortage of water 
for its engines, many are having dif- 
ficulty and all will have if the drouth 
continues much longer. 


The Wabash has a large pumping

of trade dollars in business circles 
at IMount Holly, N. J., lias created 
a small-sized monetary sensation 
there. 
It seems that years ago a 


man namecl Lee "buried eighty of 
these coins to be used for his funeral 
expenses. Upon h'is death Mrs. Lee 
dug them up and paid them to the 
undertaker. 
In this way they 


passed into local circulation and con- 
tinued on their rounds1 until the 
merchants refused to accept them. 
The trade dollar contains seven and 
a half grains more standard silver 
than does the standard dollar itself, 
but it is not money. That is to say, 
it is not legal tender. In 1873 llio 


trade dollar was substituted for the 
standard dollar in the coinage, but 
in the general revision of 1874 its 
legal tender was limited to five dol- 
lars in one payment. In 1870 this 
legal tender was taken away and 
the trade dollar ceased to be mon^y 
at all, It became simply a stamped 
ingot of silver. Hence the trouble 
at Mount Holly. It is not supposed, 
though, that eighty trade dollars 
will seriously disar/ar^e the com- 
munity's finances.

specifications 


and receiving bids for an air-lift sys- 
tem the waterworks) officials gave ap- 
proval of the field test and of the sys- 
teaii as a satisfactory means of sup- 
plying the city. If there have been 
later developments; of a kind to alter 
the judgment of the officials the peo- 
ple should know what they are. If 
it is thought the test was not conclu- 
sive in its results let it be renewed.

proposition to establish a tov/n and 
build a hai^bor on the lake edge in 
Indiana is now assuming 
definite 


shape. 
Contract has just been let to 


the Hausler & Lutz Towing and Dock 
company, of South Chicago, which i* 
now engaged in government work at 
Michigan City, to build the proposed 
harbor. 
Work will be commenced 


in about two weeks and the pro- 
moters will spend $200,000 at once. 
Additional sums -will be expended 
later. 
The Hausler & Lutz company 


secured the contract from the Lake 


ichigan^ Land company and H. C. 


Frick, 
*£he cost of improvement 


•will be divided between them. 
An 


outer harbor will he built first, and 
then it is intended to build to East 
Chicago and Hammond. 
The Haus^ 


ler & Lutz company will work about 
fifty men. 
The hai'bor will be deep 


enough to accommodate vessels draw- 
ing twenty feet of water. 
Under the 


contract it will have to be completed 
a year from the coming November. 
The new town will be called Indiana 
Harbor. 
H. C. Frick, the Michigan 


Land company and the Calumet Land 
and Improvement company are be- 
hind the project. 


The work of leveling the sand 


dunes along the lake and initiatory 
steps preparatory to the building of 
the harbor already has been com- 
menced. 
The Inland Steel company 


is financing the project and has been 
given a site. 
The new town is to be 


located at the spot where the harbor 
of the Calumet canal, near East Chi- 
cago, was to have been, had the legis- 
lature passed a bill authoiizing1 its 
construction. 
A belt road is to con- 


nect with East Chicago and other 
places, and an effort will be made to 
divert the Indiana grain, which now 
goes to Chicago for shipment, and to 
load this, as well as oil, at Indiana 
Harbor.

condition caused a cancellation of the 
original notice. Several roads refuse 
to make any reduction for clergymen, 
among them being the Erie and the 
New York Central systems. 


MAY USE ELECTRIC POWEK.

The proclamation is headed: 
'Cessation of tariff—Porto Rico." 
It recites that the act of April 12, 


1000 (otherwise known -as the Fora- 
kor act) provides that whenever the 
Porto Ricau. legislature has enacted 
tvnd put into operation a system of lo 
cal taxation to meet the needs of the 
government nnd by resolution so no- 
tified-the president, the latter shai: 
issue a proclamation and all duties 01 
goods passing between the United 
States and Porto 'Rico shall cease.

range. 
Lnat night he drank heavily 


Yesterday afternoon lie appeared a 


Gr.rrett's office, which is situated on 
the ground floor at the corner of 
Sixth rmd Cherokee streets, and with- 
out warning shot Garrett as he sat 
at his desk. 
Garrett fell from hi3 


chair and into the doorway, wher 
Kelly deliberately fired four shots 
more into the prostrate form. 
Gar 


rett was shot once in the neck, in th 
left breast, through the liver an< 
twice in different 
portions of tho 


body. 
Leaving his victim for dead 


Kelly ran fifty yards to the rear of 
tho company's lumber yard nnd "be 
gan reloading his revolver. 
(Pres- 


ently he returned to the office to fine 
Ur. McGee, wlio had been attracted 
by the shooting, bending over Gar- 
rett. 
Leveling his revolver on the 


window sill, Kelly took deliberate 
aim at the physician from the side- 
walk and fired. The "bullet struck 
McGee in the "back at the spine and 
lie toppled over near .where Garrett 
lay. 


Then followed .in exciting street 


fight between the madman and of- 
ficers who came upon the 
scene. 


Kelly, 
flourishing

dashed through the lumber yard. He 
met Ike Jiealer. a laborer, and shot 
him in the hnnd.

The 
managers of the Michigan Central, 
Baltimore and Ohio, Pere Marquette 
and Big Four systems protested and 
refused to abide by the agreement.

•by competitors. 
This cross-counter 


condition caused a cancellation of the 
original notice. Several roads refuse 
to make any reduction for clergymen, 
among them being the Erie and the 
New York Central systems. 


MAY USE ELECTRIC POWER.
